Document 1 sets forth an article provided with a 
thick film using silica sol (claims) , and it may- 
described as a film which does not peel. 

In addition, it would merely be a technique which 
would be known to a person skilled in the art to improve 
the adhesiveness of a coating film, and it would be easy 
for a person skilled in the art to constitute an article 
having a coating film with outstanding adhesiveness in 
the invention set forth in document 1 . 

Moreover, doing so does not offer a special effect. 

In the light of claim 1 alone, special means have 
not been adopted in order to ensure that the film does 
not peel.
